Military affairs ia the Tranvaal are 


not aa satisfactory to Great Britain na 
they have been. The depressed state 
of feeling that succeeded the defeat o) 
Crooje appears to have been removed 
and confidence anbstitatod in its stead. 
Whatever may be the cause (or inac- 
tivity, it seems that the forces ot Eng 
land have become a part of the ground 
they are en. The Boers continue to 
become more aggressive and are mak 
ing encroachments upon Free State 
territory without receiving any ma- 
terial check from the forces of General 
Roberts. 
They have made attacks 


npon British squadrons and defeated 
them, taking large bodies as prisoners 
and much spoil, which successes have 
rerived the drooping spirits of the 
Barghers and given nerve and energy 
to the Boer cause and its commanders. 


The people of the Free State are not 


as loyal as they have been and are 
giving signs of a renewal of war feel- 
in?. General Boiler is passive and bis 
army is idle, while the Boers are al 
about him, raiding the country his 
army is in. His forces are under the 
command of Roberts and subject to 
his direction, which is not given for 
any active or aggressive purpose. There 
is no doubt a cause for inactivity 
which mast be voluntary, as it is 
surely impossible for the Eoera to 
gi'?e cause for it by force. 


The people of England are becoming 


again impatient and are discussing 
anew the possibilities of seeming mis 
fortune. It is claimed tbat General 
Roberts has all the men and all the 
munitions of war to aid him in an 
aggressive campaign, which are being 
consumed without any effort to relieve 
the monotony that prevails in South 
Africa in her majesty's service. Tho 
Boers have been largely reinforced 
lately by the enlistment of Webster 
Davip, late in the civil service of Will 
iam of the United States, who will do 
herculean work for the unfortunate 
republics in the United States, which 
may have a very intimidating effect 
npon Salisbury, Chamberlain and oth 
ers who were instromental, as claimed 
iu causing the war; but his service may 
not aid the Boers in battle, or be 
msans that will bring defeat to the 
arms of England in a hard fought 
field ia the mountains or on the plains 
of the Transvaal. 


It will, however, be a lesson to Eng 


land that may be remembered when 
making up the imperial mind to take 
in some other weak people, that there 
are men in the United States who have 
hearts larger than their heads, who 
will talk when things don't suit them 
Mr. Davis gives to hid countrymen and 
to the world an example of humane 
feeling that will not be lost upon those 
who hear him, but we do not under- 
stand where any practical good « 
come from his efforts at this time. 


The Boers are praying and keeping 


their powder dry, and we are informec 
by the imperialists there are among us 
that the British are doing the same 
thing, which leads to a conclusion that 
the prayers and powder will offset each 
other and leave the whole matter to 
superior force aud skill by the com 
batants. The present delay, when the 
surroundings are reviewed, gives an 
ontside observer an impression that 
General Roberts has arrived at an 
opinion that it will be necessary to 
proceed with caution on his way to 
Pretoria. Tbat the Boers are in their 
own country whose mountains and 
valleys are as familiar to them as their 
firesides, which they are defending to 
the death, and who intend that value 
received in British blood shall be given 
before there is a forcible appropriation 


engaged in the work of issuing special 
priviledges were served in due form
